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Response to Arguments 

Applicant argues that sidewall 66 of Cheng et al. terminates inside layers 67 or 
73, and not at an edge of layer 67 or 73. 

It is unclear to the examiner how the boundary between two layers does not 
define the edges of said two layers. A termination point of a layer is defined as the 
edge of said layer. Therefore, the boundary between layers 66 and 67 or 73 defines the 
edges of layers 66 and 67 or 73. 

Applicant argues that Cheng et al. do not teach that said at least one heavily 
doped second drain and source diffusion layer has an outer lateral dimension along a 
surface of said semiconductor substrate in a vertical directions and said sidewall offset 
is formed to have an outer edge which is at approximately said outer lateral dimension 
of said at least one heavily doped second drain and source diffusion layer, as recited in 
claims 1 and 6, because sidewall 66 in figure 15 extending further along the substrate 
surface than the portions 57 and 58. 

Sidewall 66 in figure 15 terminates and has an outer edge at layer 67 or 73. The 
fact that an additional layer 66 is located beyond layer 67 or 73, does not mean that 
sidewall 66 does not terminate at the edge of layer 67 or 73. Note that the additional 
layer 66, which is located beyond layer 67 or 73, is physically separated from sidewall 
66, thus allowing sidewall 66 to have a boundary with layer 67 or 73. 
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Therefore, Cheng et al. teach that said at least one heavily doped second drain 
and source diffusion layer has an outer lateral dimension along a surface of said 
semiconductor substrate in a vertical directions and said sidewall offset is formed to 
have an outer edge which is at approximately said outer lateral dimension of said at 
least one heavily doped second drain and source diffusion layer, as recited in claims 1 
and 6.
